Here is an opportunity for every one to serve his country 
well during these difficult times. Let us get started on this pro- 
gram right now and pledge ourselves to do our bit for the dura-

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‘IT’S ALL-OUT FOR WAR 


Army’s Call for Trains Finds the SP Ready: 
Signal, Train Lights Hooded for Blackouts 


HEN the first Japanese bombs 
brought death and destruction to 
American lives and property, the routine 
of your life and that of every American 
was instantly affected. We changed, 
within a few hours, from a nation of 
different efforts and purposes to one with 
but a single goal—vicrory! 
Towards that goal we ate working, 


“each in his own way. We are serving in 


the armed forces or working in vital in- 
dustries; we are joining civilian defense 
groups and helping the Red Cross, we are 
buying defense bonds and stamps, and 
helping save materials needed for defeat 
of the Axis powers. These things we are 
doing, and in these ways the routines of 
our lives have been changed. 

So it is with the routines of business 
firms, large and small, for they too ace 
giving their every effort to the national 
cause, Here we present @ picture of one 
of the largest and most important of the 
national industries; a picture of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad at war. 

Necessarily the story is told: in broad 
and general terms for thete is much in 
the operation of railroads today that de- 
mands absolute secrecy. Of Southern Pa- 
cific—the Burma Road of the West—this 
is particularly true, and SP’ers every- 
where are SERVING IN SILENCE in regard 
to these matters, 

But on many subjects there need not be, 
and should not be, silence. There are 
many ways in which all of us must work 
as one these days; many things we must 
know to defend ourselves and to protect 
our railroad; many things we can do to 
get maximum service from SP's facilities. 

It's a big story, far too big for a single 
magazine, so what follows is simply an 
outline, that will be supplemented by ar- 
ticles on specific departments in later 
Bulletins, 


The Call to Action 


‘The incredible news from Pearl Harbor 
snapped the railroad to instant action on 
December 7. An army of railroaders, al- 
ready geared to emergency situations, went 
quickly to their posts of duty. General 
officers, operating and traffic staffs, sped 
to their. desks and their supervisory tasks. 
Army maneuvers of 1940 and ‘41 had 
given SP’ers valuable experience in the 
quick assembly of equipment for the 
movement of troops and war materials, 
Everywhere the railroad was alert, ready 
to answer the calls for trains and crews 
that came from military headquarters. 
Alert, too, was the railroad to the guard- 
ing and protecting of its rail and com- 
munications lines, and other vital facili- 
ties. 

Constant threat of air raids, particu- 


larly during night time, made many 
changes in railroad operation necessary, 
for train movements and switching must 
go on, to a limited extent, even during 
blackout periods. Experiments in design- 
ing special hoods to shield locomotive 
headlights, signal lights and train marker 
lights were carried on in conjunction with 
Army officers. These sheet metal hoods, 
installed over SP’s main lines and 
throughout yards in the Pacific Coast ter- 
ritory as well as over certain inland areas, 
afford maximum visibility from horizontal 
viewpoints, but allow minimum reflection 
of light vertically. Over fifty thousand of 
these hoods of various sizes have been 
turned ‘out in the Bayshore Shops for 
Coast Division trains and signals, while 
proportionately large numbers were made 
at other shops for use on the different 
divisions. 


Offices Blacked Out 


From sundown to sunup, blinds are 
drawn on all trains in operation, mail 
and express car windows are blacked out, 
and in case of an actual raid alarm inte- 
rior train lights are extinguished. 


This air raid threat has made it neces- 
sary to supply many railroad offices now 
on twenty-four-hour routine with blackout 
materials for use over windows, doors and 
glass partitions. 


Conditions at 65 Market Street in San 
Francisco are typical. Here windows can 
be blacked out with materials that are 
put in place almost instantly, while other 
windows have been permanently blacked 
out for the duration of the war, A perma. 
nent building air raid warden (V. P. 
Dailey}, working with General Fire In- 
spector U. 8. Attix, supervised the plac- 
ing of water, sand, shovels, extinguishers, 
portable pumps and other fire fighting 
material at convenient spots throughout 
the building. Defense squads have been 
organized, each responsible for certain 
areas. A 24-hour watch is kept on the 
roof. President Metcier’s office issued a 
pamphlet containing instructions regard- 
ing building evacuation and thé various 
routes of such evacuation were mapped 
out and posted in the hallways of the 
floors affected. Thus did the General 
Office make ready for attack. 

The Divisions are ready to handle any 
falling bombs, too. General Fire Inspec- 
tor Attix, Asst. Architect L. E. Peyser, 
Supervisor of Safety S. L, Chapin and 
Air Raid Warden V. P. Dailey attended a 
three-day course of instruction given by 
the War Department's Bureau of Chemi- 
cal Warfare. From this information 
a railroad defense organization for 
Pacific Lines was set up that closely

parallels the general municipal organi- 
zation recommended by army officers. 
Beginning with the management in the 
General Office, the organization branches 
from the superintendents of the various 
divisions to special Jocal coordinators 
having jurisdiction in times of raid. Fire 
wardens direct the work of assistant war- 
dens, bomb squads, toof watchers and 
rescue squads, Division engineers head 
squads dealing with building protection, 
air raid shelter, camouflage, emergency 
repairs, and demolition. Company police 
services are coordinated by Chief Special 
Agent Dan O'Connell and health services 
by Chief Surgeon Dr. C. A. Walker. 

Detailed instructions have been given 
to every one of the hundreds of railroad- 
ecs voluntarily serving in this defense 
organization so that in case of a raid each 
squad would function as a separate entity 
but with alf operations coordinated by 
the supervising wardens. At vital railroad 
points, particularly along the Pacific 
Coast, such defense materials as sand, 
shovels, water, extinguishers, pumps, and 
poles have been supplied and their cor- 
rect use in extinguishing various types of 
incendiary bombs explained and demon- 
strated. Safety Supervisors Chapin and 
Chas. B. MacLetlan aided Fire Inspector 
Attix in showing sailcoaders the most 
modern incendiary bomb-fighting tech- 
nique and in completing the organization 
of railroad air raid defense. 


Help Interceptor Command 


Of vital importance even in the peace- 
time operations of the railroad, the Tele- 
gtaph Department shouldered a terrific 
responsibility with the outbreak of war. 
To handle the increased communication 
activity, this department installed 500 
new telephones, 21 new switch boards, 
70 new trunk lines, and 15 teletypes. 
Besides handling the millions of words 
that flow over these facilities daily, and 
that directly affect the country’s military 
activity, the Telegraph Department is 
working with the Army Air Corps Fourth 
Interceptor Command in keeping watch 
from certain isolated areas and in using 
railroad communication facilities to warn 
more central localities of any planes 
sighted. Many telegraphers at these 
points have given frecly of their personal 
time to maintain such a watch. 

Freight and Passenger and Transpor- 
tation Departments have their sleeves 
rolled up. The Military Bureau of the 
Passenger Department is now on a 24- 
hour a day basis, operating from a new 
location in the General Office equipped 
with blackout facilities. The same is true 
of the Transportation Department whose 
office space has been enlarged to accom- 
modate the department's largest force in 
its history. Both offices have a big job in 
arranging movements of troop trains and 
army equipment, Freight Traffic reports 
that although the immediate effect of the 
declaration of war was a sharp increase in 
military tonnage moving over SP rails, 


Equipment Out For Repairs 
Reaches All-Time Low 


He efficiency with which SP’ers 
sare “Keeping ‘Em Rolling” for 
Uncle Sam is shown in the fact 
that for the latter half of 194] the 
percentage of locomotives and 
freight cars out of service await- 
ing repairs reached an all-time 
low. Freight cars under repair in 
Pacific Lines shops on December 
31 were 2.57% of total cars avail- 
able, and locomotives under re- 
pair were 5.96%, of the total power. 
In fact. SP is well out in the lead 
in this respect as compared with 
ali other western roads, in spite 
of the tremendous volume of traf- 
fic it is now moving. That's a rec- 
ord of which Motive Power forces 
can be mighty proud. 


a record volume of commercial freight 
has been and is still moving with but 
occasional delays. Experienced freight 
traffic men, working in cooperation with 
army transportation officers, are rendering 
valuable service to the Quartermaster 
Corps in the rapid and efficient handling 
of army freight traffic. 

Addition of war time burdens finds 
many a PMT truck following bus loads 
of soldiers, carrying army equipment to 
isolated areas. Elimination of some trains 
has thrown the weight of mail and bag- 
Bage express traffic to PMT in many cases. 
‘Then, too, with every effort being made 
to intensify raif-truck cooperation where 
savings in cars and motive power result, 
PMT today is reaching areas never be- 
fore served by their trucks. Direct PMT 
service to some army camps on Pacific 
Lines has resulted in an increase of PMT 
trucks in these areas from one to fifteen. 
Recognition is being given to the neces- 
sity of moving this traffic under ali con- 
ditions, even during air raid alarms. 

Extra burdens have fallen on the Ac- 
counting Departments in handling pay- 
roll deductions for defense bond pur- 
chases and the sharp increase in govern- 
ment bills of lading. Many accounting 
offices are among these permanently 
blacked out. 

Yo the Dining Car Department falls 
the task of feeding thousands of service 
men as they move throughout the West. 
Prompt furnishing and stocking of din- 
ing cars, often ordered on short notice, 
has called for a 24-hour alert from many 
members of this department. The black- 
out trend enters here, too, with the corn- 
plete blacking out of some SP restau- 
rants and equipping of others with black- 
out bliads for rapid installation. 

SP Stores, Shops and Mechanical De- 
partments are doing heavy duty in in- 
tensifying the savings and reclamation 
efforts connected with all kinds of rail- 
road equipment and supplies. Scrap tire 
steel is now saved for pig iron; scrap 
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batteries are melted to reclaim the zinc; 
brass is reclaimed from brass ashes and 
sweepings; trimmings from the Copper 
Shop are now being utilized. Items such 
as manila rope, rubber goods, etc, are 
being restricted to an absolute minimum. 
The consumption of shipping containers 
of all kinds is being held down, and sub- 
stitutes are being developed to replace 
tin in many instances, These are a few of 
the hundreds of efforts being made to 
obtain the maximum use from every ounce 
of metal and from al! supplies. 

That the Army comes first is amply 
demonstrated by the Company's action in 
taking the Noon Daylights, the Sunset 
Limited between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, and some of our less patronized 
local trains out of service to insure maxi- 
mum mative power being on calf for the 
armed services. Elimination of the stew- 
ardess-nurse service featured on many 
of our trains was made to help the gov- 
ernment meet an urgent need for nurses 
for war time duty. Also for military rea- 
sons there will be no “snowball specials.” 
Norden Ski Hut closed, and skiing adja- 
cent to SP’s Sierra line is restricted. 

So go the numerous changes in SP's 
peacetime routines that followed the 
crisis at Pearl Harbor. 


Prepared for Emergency 

But months before the final declaration 
of war, our railroad undertook a vast pro- 
gram of strengthening its physical plant 
and transportation services to meet de- 
mands resulting from the nation’s 
gigantic defense efforts. New equipment 
purchases for the three years 1940-42 in- 
volve a total expenditure of more than 
$50,000,000 for new locomotives, freight 
and passenger cars. Additions to these 
purchases may be expected as circum- 
stances indicate and as the government 
time priorities permit. 

Repair work on locomotives and cars 
has been going forward in high gear with 
the Company's general and divisional 
shops working on a six-day basis, includ- 
ing night shifts in many instances. Re- 
sults have been’ gratifying. During the 
fatter half of 1941, the number of loco- 
motives and freight cars out of service 
awaiting repairs was at an all-time low, 
showing how effectively Southern Pacific 
has been getting itself ready for Uncle 
Sam's call. 

Other improvements to SP’s transpor- 
tation plant already completed or under 
construction include: many miles of addi- 
tional tracks, several larger turntables 
and mote spacious roundhouse facilities, 
stronger bridges, and extension of cen- 
tralized traffic control to ‘expedite train 
operations in strategic areas. 

Yes, wat andthe spirit of war is evi- 
dent in all employe activities, We are at 
war personally and as a company; and all 
of us enthusiastically link our personal ef- 
forts'with those of the “Burma Road’”— 


the Southern -Pacific—in an all-out for 


victory. 


WAR DEPARTMENT SAYS, ‘WELL DONE’ 


IAKE a bow, railroaders. In its second 

communique issued after the outbreak 
ot war, the War Department on Decem- 
ber 10 complimented the railroads for 
their part in the movement of troops and 
material on emergency schedule. (See 
back page of this issue.) 

Behind that compliment lies a story 
only patt of which can he told as we 
“serve in silence,” But it is no secret that 
the war has given the railroads of the 
nation tremendous responsibility and that 
the railroads are prepared to shoulder this 
responsibility because of the foresight 
that long ago prepared for just such an 
emergency. Such foresight by responsible 
government and railroad groups is seen 
in the following cases: 
© Organization of the Military Trans- 
portation Section of the A.A.R.; a trans- 
portation section staffed with experienced 
railroad men located in the office of the 
Quartermaster General of the U. S. This 
single agency representing the railroads, 
cooperates and confers with all branches 
of the armed forces in the U. S. to move 
personnel and equipment rapidly and 
safely. This organization has been func- 
tioning smoothly and efficiently since 
July, 1940, 
© Training of transportation personnel 
for the War Department by the rail- 
roads. As most of the trained railroad em- 
ployes who served in World War I were 
hearing retirement age, the Quartermaster 
General some time ago established a train. 
ing course in transportation for some 
younger officers who are now serving 
their country in key military transposta- 
tion posts. In this training, railroads 
everywhere had a large part. 
© Careful preparation and planning to 
handle emergency movement of troops 
and equipment under all conditions. The 
effectiveness of such pre-planning was 
made amply evident by the outstanding 
success in transporting troops to maneuver 


areas in 1941, In a timing test made dur- 
ing the loading and starting of 25 trains 
in these maneuvers, it was found that the 
longest time taken for an average of 500 
men to board the train was*two minutes, 
the shortest time, 48 seconds. 

© Military Bureaus established in key 
cities so that the Army need contact only 
one man in a given territory, rather than 
each individual railroad, when trains or 
other rail facilities are needed for moving 
troops or military equipment. This ar- 
rangement simplifies advising the railroad 
as to the number of cars necessary, the 
class of cars desired, the schedule, and 
other points vital to the movement. ‘lo 
take care of emergency movements, the 
Military Transportation Section has a 
representative at each Army post, camp 
and station in the United States. 

© A Port Control Section of the AAR. 
Car Service Division checks closely the 
movement of traffic through American 
ports to prevent congestion and delay. 

The splendid record of the railroads in 
the past three years, in meeting all de- 
mands, is an achievement in which every 
railroad man may take pardonable pride. 
They have served well the United States 
and the American people. In fact, the rail. 
roads’ performance record prompted the 
distinguished chairman of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
Honorable Clarence F. Lee, of California, 
to declare in the House of Representatives 
that, "In all the world uo job is being 
better done today than by the American 
Railroads.” 

So vhen the War Department and con- 
gressional leaders say ‘well done,” it does 
so with the full knowledge that the ac- 
complishments of the railroad is no mat- 
ter of idle luck but rather the result of 
hundreds of thousands of hard-hitting 
railroaders working in close cooperation 
under competent direction,

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Big Improvement Made 
in Freight Service, 
Says Russell 


HILE the spectacular development 

of streamlined passenger trains has 
headlined railroad news in recent years, 
the improvement of rail freight service 
has been no less substantial—a fact that 
is now being demonstrated in connection 
with America’s war effort. 

This was emphasized recently by SP’s 
Vice President D. J. Russell, speaking 
before the San Francisco Rotary Club on 
“The Future of Railroad Transporta- 
tion.” 

‘Mr, Russell pointed out that the na- 
tional emergency has thrown the spot- 
fight on the important progress in rai 
road freight transportation. Improve- 
ments in design and increase in power of 
locomotives have made it possible, he 
said, for the railroads to haul longer 
trains of greater capacity at higher speeds, 
with the net result that raifroad efficiency 
as measured by ton miles per freight 
train hour has been doubled within the 
past 20 years. 

“This improvement in efficiency under 
private management has made it possible 
for the railroads to withstand the tre- 
mendous impact of competition,” Mr. 
Russell continued. “It has also made it 
possible for the railroads to provide the 
best service in the world at the lowest 
rates; to pay taxes that have increased to 
a point where now, out of every doflar 
paid to railroads for freight and passen- 
ger service, more than nine cents goes to 
the government; and at the same time to 
pay its employes the highest wage rates 
in the history of thé industry. 

“No American industry has performed 
more effectively than the railroads during 
the present national emergency,” he said. 
“Judging by past performance, we may 
conclude that the railroads are going to 
continue to be the backbone of America’s 
transportation system,” 


Export Freight Moves Under 
AAR Permit System 


|O PREVENT excessive accumulations 

of commercial export freight at Pacific 
Coast ports and the use of freight cars 
for storage purposes, the Manager oz Port 
Traffic of the AAR's Car Service Division 
has placed in effect a permit system to 
regulate the movement of commercial ex- 
port freight into those ports. Under this 
plan, export freight consigned to Pacific 
ports will not be accepted by the railroads 
unless steamer space has been definitely 
allocated for such shipments. It means 
that the volume of this traffic moved by 
the railroads to the West Coast will de- 
pend entirely on the number of ships that 
ate available to handle that traffic. 


Mere Locomotiues, 
Cans ta Arrive Seon 


OUTHERN PACIFIC will begin 

taking delivery this month on ap- 
proximately $28,000,000 worth of 
new locomotives and freight cars, 
President A. T. Mercier has an- 
nounced. 


The equipment, for which orders 
were placed Jast year, includes 40 
heavy duty steam freight locomotives, 
10 streamlined steam passenger loco- 
motives of the Daylight type, 23 
Diesel-electric switchers and 4,885 


freight cars, 385 of which are being 
built in the tailroad's own shops. 

All deliveries under this program 
are expected to be completed by Au- 
gust. The orders were placed as early 
as March fast year, in anticipation of 
the tremendous volume of traffic the 
railroad is being called upon to 
handle, and brought to $52,000,000 
Southern Pacific’s equipment purchase 
since the beginning of 1940. 


Operating Results for ‘42 


OR the twelve months ended De- 

cember 31, 1941, Railway Operat- 
ing Revenues of Southern Pacific Trans- 
portation System amounted to $297,786,- 
326, or $65,854,046 more than the reve- 
nues for the same period of 1940; a 28 
per cent increase. 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $203,985,627, or 
$34,716,915 more than the expenses for 
the same period of fast year; a 21 per 
cent increase. 

Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $8,039,364 
and other railway taxes $13,389,561; a 
total of $21,428,925. After deducting 
these taxes and $14,934,473 of aet ren- 
tals for use of equipment and joint facili- 
ties, there was left Net Railway Operat- 
ing Income of $57,437,301, or $24,971,- 
443 more than the net railway operating 
income for the year 1940. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of dividends 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment trust 
notes in the hands of the public, and 
other fixed charges. For the eleven months 
ended November 30, 1941, the final re- 
sult was a Net Income of $34,024,966, 
which compares with a net income of 
$6,344,384 for the first eleven months of 
1940. The final results for the year 1941 
will be shown in a subsequent issue.

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Equipment Construction 
Aims to Conserve 
Vital Metals 


S A MEASURE of conserving metals 
needed in the interest of national de- 
fense, J. J. Pelley, president of the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads, has an- 
nounced for the railway industry a pro- 
gram which will limit the construction of 
new locomotives and freight cars to cer- 
tain designs now in use and facilitate the 
allocation of steel and other materials to 
be used for such construction and repair 
purposes. 

Major points of the plan to which the 
railroads are committed with the Office 
of Production Management follow: 

1. Construction of new box, hopper, 
gondola and flat cars will be limited to 
certain designs now in use. 

2. New locomotive construction will 
be limited to existing designs where pat- 
terns, dies and engineering data are al- 
ready available. 

3. Substitution of other materials so 
far as possible for scarce metals in loco- 
motive and freight car construction. 

4, Use of carbon steel rather than alloy 
steel in locomotive boiler construction. 

3. Use of steel plates and steel sheets 
48 inches wide in the construction of new 
freight cars instead of sizes now largely 
used ranging up to 119 inches in width. 

Under the arrangement, car and loco- 
motive builders will interchange plans, 
engineering data and patterns which will 
expedite the building of railroad equip- 
ment and increase the capacity of facilities 
used for that purpose. 

In simplifying freight car and toco- 
motive construction, railroad officials be- 
Heve that the designs approved not only 
will expedite production of such equip- 
ment as the railroads may need, but will 
provide the ship, ing public with the types 
of equipment generally required at this 
time to move defense and other traffic, 

Under the plan, the standard box car 
will be 4044 feet in length inside and the 
automobile box car will have an inside 
fength of 50% feet. There also will be 
two types of hopper cars, one having a 
50-ton capacity and the other 70 tons. 
Standardized types of gondola and flat 
ears also are prescribed in the plan. None 
of these cars will have a greater inside 
width than 9 feet 2 inches - an inside 
height at eaves of 1044 feet. These dimen- 
sions will enable the cars to be freely 
interchanged over all main lines. 

Use of nickel steel for locomotive bed 
castings, axles, and rods and other mov- 
ing parts both for new construction and 
repairs and for steel plates and rivets for 
repairs on existing locomotives con- 
structed of nickel steel will ‘continue, 
under the agreement.
